Sees an Amazing Blunder. 

In his statement of today the chancellor 
said: : 

The amazing blunder is in the chief ex- 
ecutive of the great nation attacking the 
business interests, Judges, and persons, in 
proclamations to congrers and in interviews 
for the daily press. It is so extra constitu- 
titional and in violation of euch sacred indi- 
vidual rights that it cannot be continued 
with safety in our country. 

“There are two general forme of an- 
archism. The late practices of our president 
are more dangerous than these two forms. 
That is the form of anarchism for which 
William R. Hearst is harmless in comparison 
with that which takes on the forms of our 
institutions and laws and does unlawful, un- 
just, and.tyrannous things officially, Hearst 
can do little because his cloven foot instantly 
is seen whenever he steps. But anarchism 
clothed with official authority is covert, de- 
ceptive, and perilous in the extreme. The 
press and people, who applaud it in the offi- 
cial form, shudder at it as Hearstism. They 
shudder at the less evil. They applaud only 
the form of anarchism that really threatens 
our republic. 

No Right to Name Offenders. 

* Anarchism, which among ananehiateis. 
comparatively harmless, is not 80 when we 
adopt it into the administration of Our gov- 
ernment. The president of the United States 
has positively no right, constitutionally. or 
morally, to attack corporate business or pri- 
vate business by name or courts or judges 
who decide cases in opposition to his views. 
There are regularly constituted methods of 
process in our country, national and state. 

“It also is an amazing blunder for our 
president to depreciate the properties of the 


railroed, Standard Oil, the sugar interests, 


demnation by sensational charges. 

„It is an ameging blunder for our chief 
executive to ride into the senate with a 
roundup of commercial interests in which 
hundreds of thousands of people have their 


investments, which threatens the permanen- [ 


cy of great corporative interests, before hear- 
ing a word which the representatives of 
those vast interesta may have to say for 
themselves. 

“It is an ‘amazing blunder’ for the presi- 
dent to exceed his constitutional rights and 
judicial functions of his office and attack 
the integrity of the decision of a judge in a 
popular interview, as he did the other day, 
if our federal] courts are to act independently 
and without fear. The regular process of 
law for correet ion of courts cannot be ignored 
and set aside dy personal attack of the 
president without peril. The president should 
be the first man to recognize and respect this 
principle. N

Finds Favor in Cities. 

By some of the enemies of the book it is 
called “ canned prayers.” Others say that 
it apes the Episcopalian prayer book. In Chi- 
cago there seems to be little objection to the 

volume. In fact. it is in the large cities that 
the book finds the greatest number of friends, 
The book was prepared by Dr. Henry Van 
Dyke, the Rev. W. Robson Notman. pastor 
of the Fourth church of this city; the Rev. 
Charles Cuthbert Hall, Nolan R. Best, editor 
of the Interior; and a number of other leading 
men in the presbytery. 

It ie stated in the preface that the use of 
the book is not obligatory. The prayer form 
part is but a small portion of the publica- 
tion. There are also forms for order of wor- 
ship, for marriages, deaths. family services. 
responsive readings, and all other religious 
services. 

“ The men who are objecting to the book are 
behind the times,“ said Mr. Best, editor of 
the Interior, when asked about the contro- 
versy yesterday. “Such a book will help 
unify the church and will add dignity to the 
services. Dr. Van Dyke, who was the prime 
mover in the plan for the book of worship, 
has long thought the church services were 
becoming too much like an entertainment.” 


Dr. Notman Commends Book. 

Dr. Notman, who has been using the orders 
of the book for a year, defended the volume 
last night. I want to commend it as strongly 
as possible, he said. It is something that 
will add reverence and devotion to the church 
service. I have found it highly satisfactory. 
It tends to make the church unified.”’ 

The Chicago presbytery refused to consider 
any objections to the publication at a recent 
meeting. A united effort to have the book con-

The Continental Fire Insurance company, 
one of the largest and strongest in the United 
States, refuses to raise its rates and has with- 
drawn from the exchange trust. Other com- 
panies are expected to follow Its lead. 

Among others the Williamsburg Fire Insur- 
ance company is reported to be ready to with- 
draw. 


Combine Is Startled. 

The withdrawal of the Continental came 
with startling effect on the managers and 
officials of other companies. It is known 
that many of them sympathize with the stand 
taken by the Continental and Wednesday's 
session of the exchange may witness its final 
disruption. 

About a dozen members of the exchange 
held a protracted conference today in the 
headquarters of the New York fire under- 
writers’ board in the Mutual Life building 
to talk over the situation and to prepare for 
emergencies. Nobody present was willing to 
disclose in detail what took place. One mem- 
ber finally admitted that the main subject 
under discussion was the effect the with- 
érawal of the Continental would have upon 
the fufure of the exchange. 

The Continental’é announcement was made 
through Henry Evans, ite president, and was 
as follows: 

“ The Continéntal Fire Insurance company 
will not be bound by the regulations adopt- 
ed at a special meeting of the New York Fire 
Insurance exchange, tield May 4, 1906, the 
action taken at that meeting being contrary 
to the exchange agreement. Business will 
be accepted as if no such meeting had been 
deld.“ 

This means that the Continental, which hae 
the largest surplus of any fire insurance 
company in the country, will take risks at 


disaster. 


Profits Large Enough. 

In stating the position of the Continental, 
President Evans said further: 

“We believe in a rate that fairly com- 
pensates our stockholders for the ‘risk of 
their capital. The surplus belonging to 
them runs, with further profit, not over 5 
per cent, for the building up of a conflagra- 


| tion fund; which, of course, would under the 


American method of making statements, 
become a part of the so-called net surplus. 
“Our city conflagration lines are care- 
fully watched. We are prepared to pay any 
legal claim made upon us as a result of loss 
ander hazards covered by our policies, We 
do not believe t wise or proper to penalize 
the property owners of New York or else- 
where, who are now paying adequate rates, 
because of ‘an unusual loss due ordinarily 


to an earthquake in San Francisco.”

Action Is Speedy. 

It was a few minutes before 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon when the former north side poiit- 
focal leader. accompanied by his attorney, 
Wiliam 8. Forrest, appeared before Judge. 
Dupuy in the Criminal Court building. Lire 
had been sentenced to Joliet indeterminately 
—the maximum for his crime being five years 
— month before. 

“ My client is anxious to begin his senterce 
as soon as possible,” Mr. Forrest explained. 
Then he made a motion to vacate the judg- 
ment and sentence of Linn and another mo- 
tion to withdraw the plea of guilty that Bad 
been entered. Both were overruled. The 
whole matter did not take more than two 
minutes, perhaps. Attorney Forrest and his 
client left the courtroom in the jail elevator, 
and Linn technically had begun his sentence. 
At 2:30 the jailer and the prisoner were un 
their way to Joliet. 

Assistant State's Attorney Olson entered 
the courtroom a few minutes later. He met 
Attorney Forrest, who told him of the order 
of the court. Mr. Olson was worried. 

There was 4 quick consultation of the as- 
sidtants in the office of State's Attorney 
Healy. As à result a message was sent to 
Warden Murphy of the penitentiary warning 
him not to aceept Linn asaprisoner. 80 at 5 
o'clock, Linn and his guard started for Chi- 
cago in an electric car, reaching the Criminal 
Court building at 7:45.

New Strike Ig Threatened. 

Added to present labor cisturbances, Chi- 
cago yesterday was confronted with the pos- 
sibility of another big strike this summer. 
Freight handlers are preparing to insist upon 
a general advance of wages for all classes 
of workmen beginning June 16. Formal no- 
tice to this effect will be served on the man- 
agers the «twenty-three railroads next 
weeks, and if the roads refuse to accede to 
the request a strike involving 5,000 men is 
threatened. 

Secretary J. J. Flinn said the men are anx- 
lous for-a strike b:cause they are dissatis- 
fied with the scale of wages and feel they 
will be risking Httle by walking out. 

We accepted the ultimatum of the roads 
last September in r-fusi:.g us an increase.“ 
he said, “and havz come to the conclusion 
we must get something this time or strike.“ 

The freight handlers ciaim to be in better 
condition to experience a strike than they 
were five years ago, when Larry Curran led 
them to defeat. 


Three New Strikes Are On. 

Three new strikes developed during the 
day. One hu sign painters employed 
by the Gunning System quit work when re- 
fused an eight hour workday. General dis- 
turbances in the building industry caused 
150 glaziers to strike for an increase of 5 
cents an hour. The third strike was called 
in the plant of the Western Packing and 
Provision company, where all the butchers 
and sausage makers quit work and tied 
up the operations of the Plant. 

Scenes resembling those of last summer, 
when guarded caravans marched through 
the streets, are promised for today, when a 
dozen team owning concerns are scheduled 
to start out their machinery trucks with 
‘nonunion drivers. 

A last appeal was made by the team own- 
ers last night to the drivers, but the strikers 
refused to return to work. The teamsters’ 
joint council also declined to interfere in the 
trouble, and messages sent to President 
Shea in Indiana failed to meet with response. 
Consequently the team owners, whose teams 
have been idle since last Wednesday, de- 
cided to defy the teamsters’ union and begin 
work. 


More Boats Are Involved. 


Five lumber vessels became involved im 
the marine strike in the morning. The boats 
are owned by members of the Lake Carriers’ 
association, which the unions are fighting. 
It was said none of the boats controlled by 
the Lumber Carriers’ association will be 
stopped. 

Five boats cleared for upper lake ports 
from Buffalo with nonunion men in the places 
of the striking mates, firemen, and oilers. 
None of the 2,250,000 bushels of grain afloat 
was elevated. In Cleveland there was a 
strong feeling in marine circles that the end 
of the trouble is not far away. President 
Keefe of the Longshoremen is still in Detroit.

Will Repeal Primary Laws. 

The senate in coming back to work has sev- 
eral appropriation bills to pass and four bills 
repealing all present primary laws. It is the 
purpose of the legislature to leave the statute 
books denuded of primary legislation except 
for such bills as may be passed at the special 
session. The repealing will not be done by 
the new primary law, but it will be done by 
separate acts. 


Each of the present laws now on the books | 


will be repealed by a separate repealing act. 
When the Supreme court knocked cut the law 
passed at the last session it also knocked out 
the repealing clause in it, and thus left in 
effect laws which had been on the books te- 
fore the new one was 

By virtue of the laws thus left in effect the 
judicial primaries were held in Chicago last 
month. The legislature will fix it this time 
so that if the new law be held invalid by the 
court the state will be without a sembiance 
of law of any kind bearing on * subject 
of primary elections. 


URGES‘ VALID PRIMARY LAW. 


Cole in Letter to Speaker Shurtleff Says 
He Wants Uniform Nominations 
Provided. 


Following ie a copy of a letter mailed 
Speaker Shurtleff at Springfield yesterday by 
George E. Cole, president of the Legislative 
Voters’ league: 

The Hon. Edward D. Shurtleff, Speaker House of 
Representatives, Springfield, Il.—Dear Sir: It 
must be assumed it is your desire to pass a primary 
bill that will not be declared unconstitutional. 

I have been informed that the attorney general 
has given an opinion to the effect that there must 
be uniformity of method in the nomination of all 
state officers under any primary law. That opin- 
jon, therefore, must also apply to the selection of 
candidates for the lower house. 

The law as now proposed contemplates that only 
one member of the lower house in each legislative 
district shall be nominated by direct vote. There- 


» fore, if more than one is to be nominated it would 


have to be done by the convention. This surely 
would not be a uniform method. 
All friends of legislative reform desires that the 


people should have a voice in the selection of the 
members of the legislature. It is, therefore, hoped 
that the present legislature will pass such a law 
as not to compel the friends of legislative reform to 
test its constitutionality. GEORGE E. COLE.

These taxes, added to they ö per cent com- 
pétisation, would give the state $150,000 less 
revenue than now is received by taking 1

Deputy Auditor Eubanks has figured out 
the road’s taxes on the basis of taxation laid 
down by the attorney general and discovers 
chat these, added to the compensation, would 
fall short of the revenue now obtained. 


Seven Per Cent the Minimum. 


Under the former decision of the attorney 
géneral, however, the road is required to pay 
7 per cent of the gross receipts as a minimum. 
If the state's taxes, added to the 5 per cent, 
were in excess of 7 per cent, then the road 
is obliged, according to his opinion, to pay 
the excess, providing the state levy not more 
than three-fourths of 1 per cent. In no case 
can the payments by the railroad company 
be less than 7 per cent, but they can be more. 

It was in hope of increasing this revenue 
that the auditor had the road schedule the 
value of its property for taxation, at the same 
time asking the attorney general if the taxes 
should be levied on the full or one-fifth value. 
If it had been found that the tax could be 
levied on the full value it would have in- 
creased the revenue by about $400,000.

JUDD, CHESS PLAYER, DEAD. 


Heart Disease, Caused by Years of Ner- 
vous Strain, Results Fatally 
to St. Louisan. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 7.—Max Judd, the best 
chess player in America, excepting Harry N. 
Pillsbury, died suddenly in his room at the 
Monticello hotel this morning of heart dis- 

ease. 

He had been suffering about a chat from 
the trouble, which is supposed to have been a 
result of the nervous strain of years of chess 
playing. Saturday afternoon he went to the 
rooms of the St. Louis Chess club at 709 Pine 
street and played until late at night. He was 
one of the contestants in a triahgular tour- 
ney for the local chess championship, This 
probably aggravated his trouble. 

Judd, in addition to being an expert chess 
player, was a successful business man. He 
was born in Krakow, Russia, fifty-five years 
ago and came to St. Louis when a boy of 8. 
He went into the wholesale cloak business 
when a young man and retired some years 
ago with a competency. He was appointed 
United States consul general to Vienna, 
Austria, by President Cleveland and served 
with distinction. 


RAILWAY MAN DIES SUDDENLY. 


Charles V. Carpenter, Se Secretary to Gen- 
eral Manager of Burlington, Suc- 
cumbs to Liver Trouble. 


Charles Vliet Carpenter, secretary to Gen- 
eral Manager Gruber of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy railroad, died yesterday 
morning at Peoria, III His body was sent 
to #Rewners Grove, III., his home, where it 
arrived last evening.

OWL TRUST DEFIRS OHIO 


LAWS VIOLATED BY. USE or 
“FAKE” INDEPENDENTS. 


Attorney General Ellis Files Report 
Showink Continned Breaking of 
the Statutes by the Standard, in 
Spite of Its Seeming Obedience to 

the Decree of. the Supreme Court in 
1899—Competition Throttled by 
Means of Pirate“ Companies.

Columbus. O., May %.--The Standard Oil 
company continues to vi..late the anti-trust 
laws of Ohio, deciares Attorney General 
Ellis in a report made public today. 

This violation of law. says the attorney 
general, is continued despite the decree of 
the Supreme court of Ohio, which in 1890 
compelled the Standard Oil company to re- 
organize, cancel all its trust certificates, and 
Fut all its property in Ohio into the hands 
of the Standard Ol] company of New Jersey. 

In that reorganization, says Attorney Gen- 
eral Ellis, the Standard incorporated the 
departments of ite Ohio business separately. 
The Buckeye Pipe Line company, he says, 
does all the Standard Pipe Line transporta- 
tlon, the Union Tank ¢<smpany carries all 
ts ofl by cars, the Solar Refining company 
does its manufacturing, while the Ohio O11 
company collects the crude ofl from the wells 
in the fields. That these concerns represent 
ihe same interests is shown by their tax 
returns that are all made on the same day 
on similar forms and they are all represented 
by the same attorneys. 

Aided by Fake Companies. 

The Standard absolutely fixes the price of 
crude oil. Independent companies run their 
bids up or down with the Standard price. But 
by organizing fake or pirate com- 
panies the Standard manages to drive out 
competition without changing oil prices 
everywhere, which would be. disastrous to 
the Standard itself. Such a “fake” company 
is the Manhattan, operating in the Findlay 
field. It will buy no crude oll of producers 
who sell to the Ohio or Buckeye company— 
Standard interesté—but it will pay a bonus 
of 5 or 10 cents to those who do not. Inde- 
pendents therefore must bid up for all their 
oll, while the Standard, the attorney general 
asserts, gets the Bulk of its oil at the old or 
lower price. The oil that the “fake com- 
pany buys eventually goes into the Buckeye 
pipe line, thus proving its connectien with 
the Standard interests. 

Standard Oil Owes Taxes. 

Findlay, O., May 7. Tax Inquisitor Baker 
has unearthed back taxes against the Stand- 
ard Oil company and its tributary companies 
in Hancock county mounting to about 
$100,000: The Buckeye Pipe Line company 
and the Ohio Oil company, which the in- 
quisitor declares are a part of the Standard, 
have concealed their property in the county 
from taxation, he claime, and a large amount 
of tools and other taxable property belonging 
to the Ohio Oil company have been found 
not to be listed for taxation.

Evidence had been received that Judge 
McKenna had sought and obtained from 
Ramon Valdez, a litigant in his court, a loan 
of $800. A note was given for $800, and the 
bar association’s report of the ‘circum- 
stances will be taken to Washington by 
Judge Pettintzill, Judge Horde, and Mr. Dex 
ter. 

According to the story McKenna fre- 
quently had spoken to Mr. Mott, attorney for 
Valdez, in relation to the negotiation of a 
loan of $800 from Valdez. Mott’s testimony 
is that he had put the subject off from time 
to time on various excuses. 

An equity hearing of considerable im- 
portance wat to be heard last week, and 
Judge McKenna, it is said, called Mott to 
his chambers and told him the loan inci- 
dent must be closed.“ McKenna, it fs al- 
jeged, was permitted to go ahead and cause 
a note for $800 to be drawn payable to the 
clerk of the court, Mr. Scoville. When this 
was delivered to Mott the clerk received in. 
return efght $100 bills, the check having been 
declined. Various members of the bar are 
supposed to have approved this course, and 
one of them said: 

“In a sense Judge McKenna fell into a 
trap, because we lawyers were anxious to 
get rid of him. At first Valdez was inclined 
to refuse to loan the money, but finally did 
so by advice of several members of the bar 
association.

RUSS LAND SCHEME VAST, 


PROPOSED REFORM WOULD AF- 
FECT MILLIONS OF PEASANTS. 


Constitutional Democrats Not Pre- 
pared to Yield Demands, Although 
Agitation:Is Likely to Have Effect 
~—Millions of Acres Would Be 
Taken from Domain of Royalty, 
Church, and Land Owners and Sold 
to the Poorer Classes, 


| ST. PETERSBURG; May 7.—The constitu- 
tional democrats are determined to win the 
support of the "peasant members of the na- 
tional parliament. Although no bargain has 
been made, the congress has made several 
modifications of the*original scheme to satis- 
fy the more radical demands of the peasants; 
bi. on the proposition for the absolute na- 
tionalization of land, on which many of the 
peasant members seem to have their hearts 
set, the constitutional democrats are re- 
solved not to yield. 
Nevertheless, the project as it is at present 
taking shape, if realized, probably will effect 
an immediate change in the material situa- 


revolution in the world’s history. 

The amount of land which it is proposed 
shall be distributed can be judged from the 
present holdings. In forty-nine provinces 
the crown holds 406,080,000 acres, the impe- 
rial family 19,980,000 acres, the church 22, 
950,000 acres, and the big landowners 230, 
180,000 acres, while the peasants, number- 
ing about 45,000,000, have 854,890,000 acres, 
an average of about eight acres per caplia. 


Official Law Promulgated. 

Another of the kaleidoscopic changes in the 
political situation to which Russia is be- 
coming accustomed occurred late last night 
when, with utter unexpectedness, the draft 
of the fundamental law, which was supposed 
to have perished with the Witte régime, was 
promulgated officially and made the perma- 
nent basis of the Russian state, unalterable 
except on the initiative of Emperor Nicholas 
or his successors. 

The new fundamental law of the empire, 
signed May 5, contains elghty-two articles 
Cealing with the nature of the imperial 
power, the rights and duties of citizens, the 
methods of legislation, the rights and limi- 
tations of the national assembly and council 
of the empire, and the constitution and re- 
sponsiblUities of the council of ministers. 

The only modification in the ‘“ constitu- 
tion.“ as published, which meets with favor 
fe the elimination of the provision empower- 
ing the emperor to fix salaries and pensions 
of officials, thereby subjecting even the 
judiciary to the possibility of undué financial 
influence. AH the other changes are in the 
ciyection of further buttressing the imperial 
power, protecting the crown lands and prop- 
erties from interference, by the parliament, 
and giving the emperor power to conclude 
lcans independently should the parliament 
refuse to pass the budget.

MOSCOW, May 7.—It turns ont that the 
man who attempted to assassinate Gov. 
Gen. Doubossoff was a revolutionist dis- 
guised as a naval officer, which enabled 
him to approach the palace without creating 
suspicion. He carried the bomb in a candy 
box and had a false passport. 

The report of the assassination of the gov- 
ernor of Elizabethpol in revenge for his say- 
age repressions in the Caucasus, which 
reached here last night, was“incorrect. It 
was tle governor general of Ekaterinoslav, 
south Russia, who was assassinated by six 
ankno®#n persons, who fired volleys from re- 
volvers at him and then escaped.

PARIS, May 7—The results of the election

This was Megally 
constituted without the-public being present 
and was composed entirely of socialists. The 
president-of the commission réfused to allow 
the state of the ballot box to be verified. . 

The second incident was when a candidate, 
M. Boisneu, was attacked in his house by 
partisans of his opponent, M. Legilimus. He 
was armed and defended himself, A number 
of revolver shots were exchanged and two 
persons ‘killed and several wounded. 


Marines Do Not Interfere, 


Then the house df M. Boigneu and sixteen 
other residences were sacked by a mob in 
the presence of the civil and military author- 
ities, who let things take their course for 
three hours. 

Stones were thrown at the marines which 
had been landed by the French cruiser 
Troude, who stood motionless, witnessing 
the destruction. The mayor, chief justice, 
and other authorities were present, but made 
no effort to restore order. Three times the 
lieutenant commanding the marines laid his 
hand on his revolver, but refrained from 
using it. 4 

These scenes of savagery lasted all the 
afternoon, and serious Gisorders are to be 
expected during the nigit. Threats of all 
kinds are indulged in by the rioters. 

Foreign consuls have cabled.to the gov- 
ernor demanding protection, and late in the 
afternoon a marine guard was drawn around 
the consulates.

The controversy.is over the question of 
differential fares between Chicago and the 
east. Application was made to the Central 
Passenger association by the Grand Trunk 


about three months ago to have the whole 


question of differential and standard fares 
and the character of service to which each 
should apply arbitrated. The Grand Trunk 
has never, been satisfied with the award 
given to the Michigan Central by the Charl- 
ton arbitration committee.

west of Chicago, charging the standard rate 


on tick sold here. This arrangement was 
not satisfactory to the Grand Trunk, hence 
the request to rearbitrate the question.

May Slash Rates Further. 

No adjustment was reached, and the Grand 
Trunk cut ite rates to New York and Boston 
to maintain its differential over the reduced 
fares of the Michigan Central. The Wabash 
was the only road to meet the Grand Trunk’s 
out. All the other roads kept their hands 
off, and in consequence the last two 
months there have been three distinct rates 
in effect on both first and second class busi- 
ness between Chicago and New Yerk and 
Chicago and Boston. These rates are $20 
standard, $18 differential; and $16 Grand 
Trunk and Wabash. 

The burden of this situation has fallen on 
the differential lines, like the Erie, the 


Nickel Plate, and possibly to some extent 


2 the Panhandle and the Baltimore and 
0. 
the Wabash have profited greatly. The loss 
of busines to the other roads has been more 
than they could stand, and they are tired 
of waiting for the presidents to take the 
matter up. 

It would be no surprise if word is received 
here today that no agreement has been 
reached and that the rate war is on in earnest. 
In that case travelers may look for sky 
rockets and a scramble of the roads to see 
which can charge the lowest rates. The 
standard lines would undoubtedly become in- 
volved in such an event. 


Big Orders for Steel Rails. 

The St. Paul road has just placed an order 
for 100,000 tons of steel rails for delivéry in 
1907, the Northwestern an order fcr 50,000, 
and the Northern Pacific an order for 40,000. 
Among other large orders that have been 
placed recently is one for 140,000 tons by the 
Loutsville and Nashville and the Southern 
railroads, making an aggregate of 380.000 
tons ordered so far for 1907 delivery, and 
negotiations are pending for about 200,000 
tons more. The total sale of steel rails for 
this year's delivery is between 3,000,000 and 
8,500,000 tons.

The play presented was “ The Scar- 
let Letter,” t amatization made some 
fourteen or fifteen years ago from the Haw- 
thorne romance by Joseph Hatton. Mr. 
Manefield was seen here.in the drama dur- 
ing the season he retained it in his reper- 
tory, but so many years have passed since 
them that it came last. evening as 4 com- 
plete novelty to the majority of of the. audi- 
ence. 

When seen some thirteen years ago it 
unpressed as unsatisfactory when viewed 
as @ piece of dramatic constructive work, 
and last evening it again so impressed. It 
shows in a few scenes and tableaux, none 
of which contains any real dramatic action, 
the story of Arthur Dimmesdale’s mental 
agony during the séven years he permitted 
Hester Prynne to bear alone the burden of 
their common sin. There is nothing really 
dramatic in the Hawthorne romance itself, 
for it is a study in the anguish of mind and 
soul endured by two people who, by nature 
pure, sinned once in a moment of passion 
and ever after felt keeniy their degradation. 
It ig almost wholly psychological, and it is 
largely the matchless beauty of Haw- 
thorne’s wondrous English and his unsur- 
passed ability to weave a spell about: his 
reader, that make the romance the master 
work it is. Much of the beautiful phraseol- 
ogy has been retained by Mr. Hatton, but 
there ie little that ie dramatic in the book 
and still lese in the play. 

— 

In the first act we see Hester brought forth 
from prison with the scarlet letter on her 
breast, and watch her as she stands on the 
pillory and is defended from the anger ot the 
goodly citizens of godly Boston by Dimmes- 
dale. The act closes with the quotation by: 
the pastor of the Christ phrase relative to the. 
casting of the first stone. The second act. 
has to do with the attempt to take Little 
Pearl away from Hester, the standing of 
Nester, Dimmesdale, and Pearl in the pillory 
at night, and the discovery by Chillingworth 
of the red letter on the pastor’s breast. The 

third act plays in the woods and shows the. 
meeting of Hester with Chillingworth, her 
plan for escape on the ship, and the reveal- 
ment of her plan to Dimmesdale. The last! 
act contains the scene of the confession and’ 
the supposed death of Dimmesdale. It is in 
this last scene that there is a dramatic oli-: 
max and it was here that Mr. Mansfield found 
his one opportunity. He made the most’ 
of it and delivered the impassioned words 
of the soul tortured man with a vocal power 
and an emotional intensity which caused them 
to hold the audience hushed and spellbound. 
He had a similar though smaller chance in 
the second act when Dimmesdale ascends the 
pillory alone, and this he handled with sim- 
Har effectiveness and skill. The rest of the 
role places little tax upon his abilities. 

The cast is a competent one. Mr. Andrews 
as Chillingworth has a more grateful part 
as regards dramatic characterization then 
does Mr. Manafield. He makes the most of 
it, playing the aged physician with a quiet 
dignity which suggests the scholar and 
master mind and yet keeping in view the 
cunning craftiness and later the hard vin- 
dictiveness ef the man who had been 
wrenged. It was one ef the beat pieces of 
acting Mr. Andrews has done here and he 
has placed to his account much that is cred- 
itable. Mies Rockwell is 4 Hester who has 
all the physical comeliness that wassecieted 
with the character, gnd she speaks her lines 
with a gentlenese and sincerity which tell 
of the woman made kindly and helpful 
through the suffering that she has under- 
gone.
